Instruction  of  Youth  and  Students  in  Arts  and  Faculties,  to  continue  '°>',f(l''|j 
forever,  to  be  called  King's  College ;  And  we  do  hereby  declare    '""'  "  **'" 
and  grant,  that  our  trusty  and  well  beloved  the  Right  Reverend 
Father  in  God,  John,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  or  the 
Bishop  for  the  time  being  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  said  Town  of  J*"  Buhop  o«  thi. 
Fredericton  may  be  situate,  in  any  future  division  or  alteration  of  vij.tor.  (a. 
the  said  present  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  shall  for  us  and  on  our 
behalf,  be  the  Visitor  of  the  said  College  ( 1 )  ;  and  that  our  trusty 
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and  well  beloved  Sir  Howard  Douglas,  Baronet,  our  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  our  aaid  Provino*^  or  tl^  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
or  other  person  admini«(eriAg  theGovemment  of  our  said  Province 
Tor  the  time  being,  shaU  be  the  Chancellor  of  oqr  said  Colleg':  (2)  ; 
And  we  do  K^reb)r  deeNre,  oi'dain,  and  grant,  th>t  thtfre  shall  at  all 
times  be  one  President  of  our  said  College,  who  shall  be  a  Clersyman 
in  Holy  Orders  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  (3)  ; 
and  that  there  shall  be  s«ich  and  so  many  Professors  in  different  Arte 
and  Faculties,  within  our  sdkid  College,  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  or  expedient,  and  as  shall  be  appointed  by  us,  or  by 
the  said  Chancellor  (4)  of  our  said  College  on  oar  behalf,  and  during 
our  pleasure ;  And  we  do  hereby  grant  and  ordain,  that  the  Reverend 
George  Best,  Master  of  Arts,  Archdeacon  of  our  said  Province  of 
New  Brunswick,  shall  be  the  first  President  of  our  said  College  ; 
and  the  Archdeacon  of  our  said  Provinca  for  the  time  being,  shall, 
by  virtue  of  such  liis  office,  be  at  all  times  the  President  of  the  said 
College  (5)  ;  And  we  do  hereby  for  ns,  our  heirs  and  successors, 
will,  ordain,  and  grant,  that  the  said  Chancellor  and  President,  and 
the  s*id  Ph>fesiors  of  otfr  said  College,  and  fill  -^ribhs  whtfahall  be 
duly  nkatrienlMed  into  and  ndmitted  as  SehoMrs  wT  oUr  saitf  College, 
and  their  succetaors,  fair  ever,  sliall  be  one  distinet  and  separate 
Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  in  deed  and  in  iMmtt,  by  the  iiame  aind 
style  of  "  The  Chancellor,  President  and  Scholars  of  King's  College, 
at  Fredericton,  in  the  Province  of  New  Brun^wiok,"  and'tiiat  by  the 
same  name  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  a  Common 
Seal,  and  that  they  and  their  successors  shall  from  time  to  time  have 
fidl  power  to  alter,  renew  or  change  Buch  Common  Seal,  at  their 
will  and  pleasure,  and  as  shall  be  found  convenient ;  askd  that  by 
the  same  name,  they,  the  said  Chancellor,  Preaident,  and  Scholars, 
and  their  successors,  from  time  to  time,  'and  at  all  times  hereafter, 
shall  be  able  and  capable  to  have,  take  and  receive,  purchase,  acquire, 
hold,  possess,  enjoy  and  maintain,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  said 
College,  any  messuages^  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  of 
what  Kind,  nature  or  quality  soever,  (situate  and  being  within  our 
said  Province  of  New  Brunswick,)  so  as  that  the  same  do  not  exceed 
in  yearly  value  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  |*oands  above  all  charges ; 
and  moreover  to  take,  purchase,  acquire,  have,  hold,  enjoy,  receive, 
possess  and  retain  all  or  any  goods,  chattels,  charitable  or  other 
contributions,  gifts  or  benefactions  whatsoever  ;  And  we  do  hereby 
declare  and  grant,  that  the  said  Chancellor,  President,  and  Scholars, 
and  their  successors,  by  the  «ame  name,  shall  and  may  be  able  and 
capable  in  Law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  iipplead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  or  any  Court  or  Courts  of  Record 
witliin  our  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  our 
said  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  other  our  Dominions,  in  all 
and  singular  actions,  causes,  pleas,  suits,  matters  and  demands 
whatsoever,  of  what  nature  and  kind  soever,  in  as  large,  ample  and 
beneficial  manner  and  form  as  any  other  Body  Politic  and  Corporate, 
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or  any  dther  our  liege  sabjeots,  being  peraons  able  and  capable  ifi 
Law,  may  or  can  atie,  implead  or  answer,  or  be  sued,  impleadetl  or 
answeteo  in  any  manner  whatsoever;  And  we  do  hereby  declare, 
ordain,  aind  grant,  that  there  shall  be  within  our  said  College,  or 
Corporation,  a'Cooneil,  to  be  eklled  and  known  by  the  name  of 
"  The  College  Cooncil  {"  And  we  do  will  and  ordain,  that  the  said 
Council  shall  consist  of  the  Chancellor  and  President  for  the  time 
being,  amd  of  seven  of  the  Professors  in  Arts  and  Faculties  of  our  said 
Oonege(6);  and  that  such  seven  Professors  shall  be  Members  of 
the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  (7),  and  shall,  previously 
to  their  admission  into  the  said  College  Council,  severally  sign  and 
subseribe  theTlnny  Nine  Arti«le«ef  Religion,  as  declared  and  set  forth 
in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  (8);  and  in  case  at  any  time  there 
should  not  be  within  our  said  College  seven  Professors  of  Arts  and 
Faculties,  beins  Members  of  the  Established  Church  aforesaid,  then 
ouv  will' and  pMasure  is,  and  we  do  hereby  grant  and  ordain,  that 
the  said  College  Council  shall  be  filled  up  to  the  requisite  number 
.of  seven,  eicclasive  of  the  Chancellor  and  President  for  the  time 
being,  by  such  persons,  being  Graduates  of  our  said  College,  and 
tfeiMg  Membeta  of  ike  BatabKahed  Church  aforesaid,  as  shall  for 
that  purpose  be  anointed  bv  the  Chaneellor  for  the  time  being  of 
oav  said  College,  and  which  Members  of  Council  shall  in  like  manner 
sabseribe  the  Thirty  Nine  Articles  aforesaid,  previously  to  their 
•duniaaioii  into  the  said  College  Council :  And  whereas  it  is  necessary 
to  nMke  provision  for  the  completion  and  filling  up  of 'the  said 
CoMcil  at  the  first  institution  of  our  said  College,  and  previously  to 
the  appointment  of  any  Professors  or  the  conferring  of  any  Degree 
therein ;  Now  we  do  further  ordain  and  declare,  that  the  Chancellor 
of  oor  said  College  for  the  time  being,  shall  upon  or  immediately 
after  the  first  Institution  thereof,  by  Warrant  under  his  Handf, 
nominate  and. appoint  seven  discreet  and  proper  persons,  resident 
within  our  said  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  to  constitute  jointly 
with  him.  the  said  Chancellor,  and  the  President  of  our  said  College, 
for  the  time  being,  the  first  or  original  Council  of  oor  said  College ; 
which  first  or  original  Members  of  the  said  Council  shall,  in  like 
manner,  respectively  subscribe  the  Thirty  Nine  Articles  aforesaid, 
previously  to  their  admission  to  the  said  Council :  And  we  do  further 
deehtre  and  grant,  that  the  Members  of  the  said  College  Council, 
holding  within  our  said  College  the  offices  of  Chancellor,  President, 
or  Professor  in  any  Art  or  Faculty,  shall  respectively  hold  their 
seats  in  the  said  Council,  so  long  as  they  and  each  of  them  shall 
retain  such  their  offices  aforesaid,  and  no  longer;  and  that  the 
Membera  of  the  said  Cooncil,  not  holding  otfices  in  our  said  College, 
shall  from  time  to  time  vacate  their  seats  in  the  said  Council,  when 
and  so  soon  as  there  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Professors  in 
our  said  College,  being  Members  of  the  Established  Church  aforesaid, 
to  fiH  up  the  said  Council  to  the  requisite  number  before  mentioned ; 
And  wc  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  the  Chancellor,  for  the 
time  being,  of  our  said  College,  to  decide  in  each  case  what  particular

n»'M^h!!f 'hiria.  declare  and  grant,  that  the  ChanceUor  for  the  time  being  of  our  eaiU 
.,.i  .u«k  omtt.  College,  ihall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  aaid  CoUege  Council 
MiHMt'tiSnur*  ^l^'ch  he  may  deem  it  proper  or  convenient  to  attend }  and  that  in 
uu  coMutii.  bit  abeence  the  Preeident  of  our  laid  College  ahall  preaide  at  all 
•ucb  Meeting! ;  and  that  in  the  abeence  of  the  eaid  President  the 
senior  Member  of  the  said  Council  present  at  anv  such  Meeting 
shall  preside  thereat ;  and  that  the  seniority  of  the  Members  of  the 
said  Council,  other  than  the  Cbanceltor  and  President,  shall  be 
regulated  according  to  the  date  of  their  respective  appointments ; 
provided  always,  that  the  Members  of  the  said  Council,  being 
Professors  in  our  said  College,  shall  in  the  said  Council  take 
precedence  over  and  be  considered  as  seniors  to  the  Members 
thereof  not  being  Professors  in  our  said  CoUege  ;  And  we  do  ordain 
and  declare,  that  no  Meeting  of  the  said  Council  shaJi  be  or  be  held 
to  be  a  lawful  Meeting  thereof,  unless  five  Members  at  the  least  be 
present  during  the  whole  of  every  such  Meeting  (9) ;  and  thai  all 

?Qestioos  and  resolutions  proposed  for  the  decision  of  the  said  College 
louncil,  shall  be  determined  by  the  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
Members  of  Council  present,  including  the  vote  of  the  presiduig 
Member ;  and  that  in  the  event  of  an  equal  division  of  sudi  votes, 
the  Member  presiding  at  any  such  Meeting  shall  give  an  additional 
or  casting  vote ;  And  wc  do  further  declare,  that  if  any  Member  of 
the  said  Council  shall  die  or  resign  his  seat  in  the  said  Council,. or 
shall  be  suspended  or  removed  from  the  same,  or  shall,  by  reason 
of  any  bodily  or  mental  infirmity,  or  by  reason  of  his  absence  from 
the  said  Province,  become  incapable  for  three  calendar  months  or 
upwards  of  attending  the  meetings  of  the  said  Council,  then  and  in 
every  such  case  a  fit  and  proper  person  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
said  Chancellor  to  act  as  and  be  a  Member  of  the  said  Council,  i^ 
the  place  and  stead  of  the  Member  so  dying  or  resigning,  or  so 
suspended  or  removed,  or  incapacitated  as  aforesaid ;  and  such  new 
Member  succeeding  to  any  Member  so  suspended  or  incapacitate^, 
shall  vacate  such  bis  office  on  the  removal  of  any  such  suspension, 
or  at  the  termination  of  any  such  incapacity  as  aforesaid,  of  his 
immediate  predecessor  in  the  said  Council ;  And  we  do  further 
ordain  and  grant,  that  it  shall  and  may  be  competent  to  and  for  the 
fZ^"^^"'^  Chancellor  (10)  for  the  time  being  of  our  said  College,  to  suspend 
MtmiK^ofi^neii  ffgQj  |,i,  ,eat  in  thc  said  Council,  any  Member  thereof,  for  any  just 
and  reasonable  cause  to  the  said  Chancellor  appearing ;  provided  that 
the  grounds  of  every  such  suspension  shall  be  entered  and  recorded 
at  length  by  the  said  Chancellor  in  the  Books  of  the  said  Council, 
and  signed  by  him ;  and  every  person  so  suspended,  shall  thereupon 
cease  to  be  a  Member  of  the  said  Council,  unless  and  until  he  shall 
be  restored  to  and  re-established  in  such  his  station  therein,  by  any 
order  to  be  made  in  the  premises  by  us,  or  by  the  said  Visiter  of 
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our  Mid  College,  acting  in  our  behalf  and  in  pumuance  of  any  ipecial 
reference  from  ua;  And  we  do  further  declare,  that  any  Member 
of  the  aaid  Council  who,  without  aufflcient  cauae,  to  be  allowed  by 
the  said  Chancellor,  by  an  order  entered  fci<  that  porpose  on  the 
aaid  Council  Books,  shall  absent  himsdf  from  all  the  Meetings 
thereof  which  may  be  held  within  any  six  successive  calendar  months, 
•hall  thereon  vacate  such  his  seat  in  the  said  Council :  And  we  do 
by  these  Presents,  for  us,  our  heirs  and  successors,  will,  ordain,  and 
grant,  that  the  said  Council  of  our  said  College  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  frame  and  make  Statutes,  Rulea,  and  Ordinances, 
touching  and  concerning  the  good  government  of  the  said  College  ; 
the  performance  of  Divine  Service  therein ;  the  Studies,  Lectures, 
Exercises,  Degrees  in  Arts  and  Faculties,  and  all  matters  regarding 
the  same ;  the  residence  and  duties  of  the  President  of  our  said 
College ;  the  number,  residence  and  duties  of  the  Professors  thereof; 
the  management  of  the  Revenues  and  Property  of  the  said  College ; 
the  Salaries,  Stipends,  Provisions  and  Emoluments  of  and  for  the 
President,  Professors,  Scholars,  Officers  and  Servants  thereof ;  the 
number  and  duties  of  such  Officers  and  Servants ;  and  also  touching 
and  concerning  any  other  matter  or  thing  which  to  them  shall  seem 
good,  fit  and  useful  for  the  well  being  and  advancement  of  our  said 
College,  and  agreeable  to  this  our  Charter ;  and  also  from  time  to 
time,  by  any  new  Statutes,  Rules,  or  Ordinances,  to  revoke,  renew, 
augment  or  alter  all,  every  or  any  of  the  said  Statutes,  Rules,  and 
Ordinances,  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  and  expedient ;  provided 
always,  that  the  said  Statutes,  Rules,  and  Ordinances,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  or  of  our  said  Province  of 
New  Brunswick,  or  to  this  our  Charter ;  provided  also,  that  the  said 
Statutes,  Rules,  and  Ordinances,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approbation 
of  the  said  Visitor  of  the  said  College  for  the  time  being,  and  shall 
be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  said  Visitor  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
that  in  case  the  said  Visitor  shall  for  us  and  on  our  behalf,  in  writing, 
signify  his  disapprobation  thereof  within  two  years  of  the  time  of 
their  being  so  made  and  framed,  the  same  or  such  part  thereof  as 
shall  be  so  disapproved  by  the  said  Visitor,  shall,  from  the  time  of 
such  disapprobation  being  made  known  to  the  said  Chancellor  of 
our  said  College,  be  utterly  void  and  of  no  effect,  but  otherwise  shall 
be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue ;  provided  nevertheless,  and 
we  do  hereby  expressly  save  and  reserve  to  us,  our  heirs  and 
successors,  the  power  of  reviewing,  confirming,  or  reversing,  by  any 
qrder  or  orders  to  be  by  us  or  them  made  in  our  or  their  Privy 
Council,  all  or  any  of  the  decisions,  sentences  or  orders  so  to  be 
made  as  aforesaid  by  the  said  Visitor  for  us  and  on  our  behalf,  in 
reference  to  the  said  Statutes,  Rules,  and  Ordinances,  or  any  of  them ; 
And  we  do  further  ordain  and  declare,  that  no  Statute,  Rule  or 
Ordinance  shall  be  framed  or  made  hy  the  sai^'.  College  Council, 
touching  the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  excepting  only  such 
09  shall  be  proposed  for  the  consideration  of  the  said  Council  by  the 
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ChM«ellor  for  the  time  bilnc  of  our  Mid  CoH&ge;  And  we  do 
raqvirc  and  en^in  tiM  uid  .'?liMicellor  thcrrjf  to  coniult  with  the 
Pretidtnt  of  our  uid  College,  ik^d  the  next  etntor  Member  of  the 
Mid  College  Council,  respecting  al!  Statute-^,  Rules  and  Ordinancee 
to  be  prepoeed  by  him  to  tne  said  Cou.ioil  for  their  consideration  (II): 
And  we  do  hereby  for  ns,  our  heirs  and  successors,  charge  and 
command,  that  the  Statutes,  Roles  and  Ordinances  aforesaid,  suhjeet 
to  the  said  pn>viiions,  shall  be  strictly  and  inviolably  observed,  hept 
and  Berformed  from  time  to  time,  in  vigonr  and  effect,  under  the 
penalties  to  be  thereby  or  therein  imposed  or  contained :  And  wc 
do  further  will,  ordain,'  and  grant,  that  the  said  College  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  an  University,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all 
such  and  the  like  privileges  as  are  enjoyed  by  our  Universities  of 
our  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  as  far  as  the 
same  are  capable  of  being  had  and  enjoyed  by«virtoe  of  these  our 
Ijettert  Patent ;  and  that  the  Students  in  the  said  College  shall  have 
liberty  and  faculty  of  taking  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor,  Master  and 
Doctor  in  the  several  Arts  and  Farullies,  at  the  appointed  times ; 
and  shall  have  liberty  within  themselvei  of  performing  all  Scholastic 
Kiercises  for  the  conferring  such  Degrees  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  directed  by  the  Statutes,  Rules  and  Ordinances  of  the  raid  College ; 
And  we  do  further  will,  ordain,  and  appoint,  that  no  religious  test 
or  qualification  shall  be  required  of  or  appointed  for  any  persons 
admitted  or  matriculated  as  Scholars  withm  our  said  College,  or  of 
persons  admitted  to  any  Degree  in  any  Art  or  Faculty  therein,  save 
only  that  all  persons  admitted  within  our  said  College  to  any  Decree 
in  Divinity,  shall  make  auch  and  the  same  declaration  and  bi/ ascription, 
and  take  such  and  the  rame  oaths  as  are  required  of  persons  admitted 
to  any  Degree  of  Divinity  in  our  University  of  Oxford  (12);  And 
we  do  fortiMr  will,  direct,  and  ordain,  that  '^ho  Chancellor,  President 
aod  Professors  of  oor  uid  College,  and  a!i  persons  admitted  therein 
to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  to  any  Degree  in  Divinity,  Law, 
or  Medicine,  and  who  from  the  time  of  such  their  admission  to  such 
Degree,  shall  pay  the  annual  sum  of  twenty  shillings  sterling  money, 
for  and  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  said  College, 
shall  be  and  be  deemed,  taken  and  reputed  to  be  Members  of  the 
Convocation  of  the  uid  University,  and  as  such  Members  of  the 
said  Convocation  shall  have,  exerciu  and  enjoy  all  such  and  the 
like  privileges  m  are  enjoyed  b^  the  Members  of  the  Convocation 
of  our  University  of  Oxford,  so  nr  as  the  same  are  capable  of  being 
had  and  enjoyed  by  virtue  of  theu  our  Letters  Patent,  and  consistently 
with  the  provisions  thereof:  And  we  will,  and  by  these  Presents, 
for  us,  our  heirs  And  successors,  do  grant  and  declare,  that  these 
our  Letters  Patent,  or  the  enrolment  or  exemplification  thereof,  shall 
and  may  be  good,  firm,  valid,  sufficient  and  oftectual  in  the  Law, 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  same,  and  shall  be 
taken,  construed  and  adjudged  in  the  moat  favourable  and  beneficial 
senae  for  the  best  advantage  of  the  mid  Chancellor,  President  and 
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Scholan  of  oar  Mid  College,  ai  well  in  our  Conrti  of  Record  or 
elMwhere,  and  bv  all  and  singalar  Judges,  Jniticee,  Officers, 
Ministers,  and  other  subjects  whatsoever,  of  us,  our  heirs  and 
successors,  any  mis-recital,  non-recital,  omission,  imperfection, 
defect,  matter,  cause  or  thing  whatsoever  to  the  contrary  thereof  in 
any  wise  notwithstanding.  In  witness  whertof,  we  have  oansed  these 
our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent.  Witness  ourself,  at  Westminster, 
the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  in  the  eighth  year  of  our  Reign." 

'  And  whereas  it  is  deemed  advisable  and  necessary  that  certain 
'  alterations  be  made  in  the  said  Charter,  for  the  more  effectual 
*  extension  of  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  to  all  Denominations  1 1 
'  Her  Majesty's  Subjects  in  the  Colony,  and  that  the  said  Charter 
'  may  be  rendered  more  productive  of  the  benefits  thereby  intended;' 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative 
Council  and  Assembly,  That  for  and  notwithstanding  any  thing 
in  the  said  Charter  contained,  His  Excellencv  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  or  Administrator  of  the  Government  for  the  time  being, 
shall  be  Visitor  of  the  said  College,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the 
Visitor  named  in  the  said  Charter ;  that  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  for  the  titan  tieing  shall  be  Chancellor  of  the  said 
College ;  and  that  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  "  that  the  President 
of  the  said  College  shall  be  a  Clergyman  in  Holy  Orders  of  the 
United  Church  orEngland  and  Ireland,"  and  "  that  the  Archdeacon 
of  the  Province  for  the  time  being  ahall,  by  virtue  of  such  his 
office,  be  at  all  times  the  President  of  the  College,"  be  annulled, 
and  that  the  President  in  future  be  appointed  by  Her  Majesty,  Her 
Heirs  and  Successors,  or  by  the  Visitor  on  Her  Majesty's  behalf. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  College  Council  shall  be  fifteen 
in  number,  as  follows,  viz :  The  Chancellor,  the  President  of  the 
College,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Province,  the  Attorney  General,  and  nine  other 
Members,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Visitor,  with  the  power  of 
suspension  in  the  Visitor,  now  vested  by  the  said  Charter  in  the 
Chancellor ;  and  that  seven  Members  of  the  said  Council  shall  at 
all  times  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  dispatch  of  business. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  required  that  Members 
of  the  said  Council  be  Graduates  of  the  said  College,  or  of  any  other 
University,  nor  shall  any  religious  test  be  appointed  for  or  required 
of  any  Members  of  the  said  Council,  or  of  any  Professor  of  the  said 
College,  save  and  except  the  Professor  of  'Theology,  who  shall  at 
all  times  be  a  Clergyman  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  any  person  taking  a  Degree  in  Divinity,  shall  take  the  Oaths  now 
prescribed  by  the  Charter,  and  shall  be  required  to  name  and 
subscribe  the  following  and  no  other  declaration  : —  (13)

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V.  And  b«  it  enacted,  That  notwithitanding  any  thing  in  the  tai<f 
recited  Charter  contained,  it  shall  and  maj  be  wwfnl  for  any  Member 
of  the  laid  College  Council,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  to  propose  sud» 
modifications  of,  and  additions  to  Uie  Statutes,  Rules  and  Ordinances 
of  the  said  College,  as  he  may  deem  proper,  without  first  consulting 
with  or  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Chancellor  for  the  time  being.

That  the  Registrar  of  the  said  College 
shall,  within  fourteen  days  after  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  in 
each  and  every  year,  prepare  and  lay  before  £e  Assembly  a  full  and 
detailed  account,  duly  attested,  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of  the 
Institution  for  the  previous  year,  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
number  and  names  of  the  Professors,  and  the  number  and  names 
of  the  Students.

4  '^KKTHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Aiwmbly  of  Uui 
▼  ▼   '  Province  made  and  passed  in  the  eighth  year  of  the  Reign 

*  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  intituled  '*  An  Act  to  amend 

•  the  Charter  of  King's  College,"  certain  alterations  were  made  in  the 
'  Charter  of  King's  College  ;  and  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  revise, 
'  alter  and  amend  the  Statutes,  Rules  and  Ordinances,  relating 
'  to  the  government  of  the  said  College,  heretofore  enacted  and 
'  declared ;' 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  declared,  that  all  Statutes,  Rules 
and  Ordinances  heretofore  made  and  declared  for  the  government 
of  the  said  College,  and  now  in  force,  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  revoked  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  in  the 

!>resent  year  ;  and  in  lieu  thereof,  from  and  after  that  day,  the  fol- 
owing  shall  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  Statutes,  Kules  and 
Ordinances,  for  the  government  of  the  said  College ;  provided 
always,  that  the  said  revocation  of  the  said  Statutes  and  Ordinances 
shall  not  have  the  effect  of  invalidating,  in  any  manner,  any  act, 
matter  or  thing,  done,  or  to  be  done,  prior  to  the  said  first  day  of 
September  next,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  Statutes  and  Ordi- 
nances so  revoked,  or  any  of  them. 

1.  The  Visitor  shall  and  may,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Council,  appoint  some  fit  and  proper  person  to  be  the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  College :  and  the  Officer  heretofore  known  as  the  Vice 
President  shall  be  henceforth  known  and  designated  as  the  Prmcipal. 

2.  The  Visitor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  summon 
before  him,  within  the  College,  the  Principal,  Professors,  Graduates, 
and  Undergraduates,  and  all  inferior  Officers  belonging  to  the  Col- 
lege ;  to  examine  them  on  oath,  or  otherwise,  touching  the  conduct 
of  any  of  the  Officers,  or  Members,  or  other  persons  aforesaid — 
except  that  no  person  shall  be  compelled  to  criminate  himself ;  to 
punish  offences  according  to  the  Statutes,  and  to  require  a  strict 
observance  of  the  same. 

3.  An  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  Tues- 
day before  the  last  Thursday  in  the  month  of  June. 

4.  All  other  Meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  convened  by  the 
Chancellor,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  next  senior  Member  of  the 
Council  then  in  Fredericton,  (whenever  he  may  think  proper,)  on 
three  days  notice  in  writing  being  given  to  each  Member  President, 
or  at  the  time  in  Fredericton,)  by  the  Registrar,  and  shall  be  held 
within  the  College  or  at  such  other  place  as  shall  be  specially  ap- 
pointed at  the  time  of  convening  the  Meeting. 

5.  Any  Meeting  of  the  Council  may  be  continued  by  adjournment. 
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6.  The  Chancellor,  or  in  his  absence,  the  senior  Member,  shall 
convene  a  Meeting  of  the  Council  within  ten  days  after  a  request 
shall  have  been  delivered  to  him  in  writing,  under  the  hands  of  any 
three  Members  of  the  Council. 

7.  The  Convocation  shall  assemble  in  the  College,  in  their  proper  canTOc*tion. 
habits ;  and  not  fewer  than  f  '?  Members  shall  form  a  Convocation. 

8.  The  Convocation  sh-il  /^emble  immediately  after  Divine  Ser- 
vice, on  the  first  day  of  <s\>-  '  y  Term,  and  on  the  days  to  which  it 
shall  be  successively  adjourned  during  such  Term. 

9.  It  may  also  be  convoked  by  the  Chancellor  or  President,  or, 
in  their  absence,  by  the  next  senior  Member  of  the  Convocation,  at 
any  lime  during  Term,  by  public  notice  fixed  in  the  Hall,  and  by 
summons  sent  to  all  the  Members  within  five  miles  of  the  College, 
at  least  two  days  before  the  time  nf  Meeting. 

10.  All  questions  in  the  Convocation  shall  be  decided  by  the 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Members  present ;  the  presiding  OflBcer 
to  have  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes. 

11.  It  is  the  office  of  the  Convocation  to  confer  Degrees  according 
to  the  Statutes ;  to  admit  and  incorporate  Members  of  other  Univer- 
sities ;  to  grant  Letters  Testimonial ;  to  grant  Dispensations  in 
cases  not  provided  for  by  the  Statutes,  and  not  contrary  to  them  ; 
and  to  deprive  of  Degrees,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Council. 

12.  The  Convocation  may  suspend  from  any  office  or  situation  in 
the  College,  or  rusticate  any  Member  of  the  University,  not  being 
a  Professor,  for  any  grave  offence  (against  the  Statutes  or  Regulations 
founded  on  them,)  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  two  Terms,  subject  to 
an  appeal  to  the  Council. 

13.  The  Principal  shall  reside  within  the  College.  principal. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  office  of  the  Principal  to  maintain  the  observance 
of  the  Statutes,  as  well  by  the  Professors,  Tutors  and  Inferior  Officers 
of  the  College,  as  by  the  Scholars  and  all  other  Members  ;  to  enforce 
discipline  by  admonitions  and  punishments,  (provided  that  in  all 
cases  of  punishment  by  fine  or  imposition,  no  fine  by  him  so  inflicted 
shall  exceed  twenty  shillings,  and  no  one  imposition  require  more 
than  three  days  confinement)  ;  to  order  and  preside  over  the  Col- 
legiate Exercises  ;  to  direct  the  economy  of  the  House  ;  to  regulate 
the  Inferior  Officers  and  Servants  ;  and  to  inspect  all  the  affairs  of 
the  College.

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16.  Every  Professor  shall  deliver  as  many  Lectures  in  each  week 
of  the  Term  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Council. 

17.  On  the  vacancy  of  a  Professorship,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the 
President  shall  immediately  signify  the  same  to  the  Visitor,  and 
appoint  some  person,  duly  qualified,  to  read  the  usual  Lectures, 
until  a  new  Professor  shall  enter  on  the  office  ;  and  the  person  so 
appointed  shall  receive  a  proportionate  Salary  for  the  time. 

18.  Every  Professor,  before  his  admission  into  his  office,  shall 
take  tiie  Oath  of  Allegiance,  and  the  Oath  of  Office. 

19.  No  Professor  shall  teach  in  the  College  any  principles  con- 
trary to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland,  or  to  good  morals,  or  to  the  British  Constitution. 

20.  Every  Professor  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  punish  his 
Pupils  by  fine  or  imposition ;  provided  that  no  fine  so  inflicted  shall 
exceed  five  shillings,  and  no  one  imposition  require  more  than  one 
day's  confinement 

21.  The  Principal  or  one  of  the  Professors  shall  always  be  present 
in  the  Refectory  during  Dinner. 

22.  Such  of  the  Professors  as  shall  be  in  Holv  Orders  of  the 
United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  and  resident  in  College, 
shall  read  the  Morning  and  Evening  Prayers  of  the  United  Church, 
or  such  portions  as  may  be  selected  by  the  President,  (such  selec- 
tion to  be  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Council  and  the  Visitor,) 
in  the  College  Chapel,  every  day  during  the  Term,  at  such  hours  as 
the  Principal  shall  appoint. 

23.  The  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  College,  Clerk  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  Treasurer,  shall  be  executed  by  the  same  person,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Visitor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Council. 

24.  The  Registrar  shall  find  competent  Suroties,  who  shall  enter 
into  Bonds  to  Uie  Corporation  of  the  College  for  the  due  and  faithful 
discharge  of  his  office. 

2.5.  The  Registrar  shall  collect  and  receive  the  Revenues  and 
Monies  belonging  to  the  College,  from  whatever  source  accruing ; 
h^  shall  keep  Charters,  Records,  and  all  other  muniments  belonging 
to  the  College,  and  the  Matricula  or  Register  of  the  Names  of  all 
Members  of  the  College  ;  he  shall  act  as  Secretary  to  the  Council 
and  Convocation,  and  register  their  respective  proceedings  ;  and  he 
shall  apply  the  funds  in  his  hands  to  the  payment  of  Salaries,  and 
other  purposes,  according  to  the  Statutes  and  the  Orders  of  the 
Council. 

26.  A  notice  in  writing  from  the  Principal  of  any  fines  imposed 
on  Members  of  the  College  for  offences  contrary  to  the  Statutes,  or 
Kegulations  grounded  thereon,  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to  the 
Registrar,  -u  deduct  the  amount  of  such  fines  from  the  Salaries  of 
the  persons  on  whom  they  are  imposed,  or  to  add  it  to  their  Account 
with  the  College. 
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27.  The  Registrar  shall  inspect  the  Lands,  Buildings,  and  other 
Property  of  the  Corporation,  direct  the  execution  of  ordinary  repairs 
and  improvemenio,  and  report  the  necessity  of  any  extraordinary 
expenditure  to  the  Council. 

28.  The  Registrar  shall  submit  a  full  and  pai  ticular  statement, 
made  up  to  the  thirty  first  day  of  Decumber  in  eacli  year,-  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Council  tliereafteri  and  at  other  times  when 
they  shall  specially  require  it. 

29.  The  Registrar  shall  receive  an  annual  Salary,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Council,  and  such  Fees  as  they  shall  think  fit. 

30.  Two  Graduates  shall  be  annually  elected  m  Examiners  by  £<»>>">"' 
the  Council. 

31.  It  shall  be  their  office  to  examine  all  Candidates  for  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  to  give  a  'Icitimonium  to  such  as 
they  shall  judge  fit. 

32.  The  President  shall  appoin*.  some  Professor,  Graduate,  or  Librar.a>. 
senior  Student,  resident  in  the  College,  to  be  Librarian,  with  such 
•Salary  as  the  Council  shall  allot. 

33.  The  Librarian  shall  observe,  And  take  care  that  all  others 
observe,  the  Rules  and  Regulations  which  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Council  respecting  the  Library,  and  shall  report  every  deviation  to 
the  Principal. 

34.  It  shall  be  competent  to  Her  Mujutty's  General  or  Local  s.i.uur.a,i 
Government,  or  any  Member  thereof,  or  to  the  Incorporated  Society  ''*""*• 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  or  any  Diocese 

or  District  Committee  connected  therewith,  or  to  any  Association 
desirous  of  promoting  Religion  or  Learning,  or  to  Individuals,  to 
found  Scholarships  or  Fellowships,  with  such  endowments,  con- 
ditions and  qualifications  as  shall  not  bo  at  variance  with  the  Charter 
or  the  Statutes,  and  as  the  Council  shall  approve. 

35.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  resident  Divinity  Scholars  to  DmuitySciK 
observe,  and  take  care  that  all  others  observe,  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations appointed  by  the  Principal  respecting  attendance  at  Chapel, 

and  report  to  the  Principal  every  deviation  from  the  same. 

36.  All  Undergraduate  Students,  not  receiving  pecuniary  emolu-  commcucr:. 
ment  from  the  College,  or  Scholarships  founded'  it.  it,  shall  be  styled 
Commoners. 

37.  No  person  shall  reside  and  board  in  the  College  who  shall 
not  have  become  a  Member  by  regular  Matriculation  or  Incorpo- 
ration. 

38.  The  several  Members  of  tho  College  sliall  be  entitled  to 
choose  vacant  apartments  according  to  seniority  of  standing ;  but 
Members  on  the  Foundation  shall  take  precedence  of  others  in  this 
respect,  subject  in  all  cases  to  the  control  of  the  l^incipal. 

39.  All  Salaries  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  with  a  proportionate  share  p*i 
of  a  current  quarter's  salary,  up  to  the  time  of  the  death  or  removal  " 
of  any  Officer  of  the  College. 
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40.  Caution  nion«y,  Fees,  (except  the  Termly  Fees  to  the  Pro- 
fessors,) and  all  other  monies  whatsoever,  which  may  be  due  to,  or 
receivable  by,  the  College,  shall  be  received  by  the  Registrar,  who 
shall  pay  such  and  so  much  to  uny  Officers  or  Servants  as  they 
may  be  entitled  to. 

41.  Places  shall  be  assigned  in  the  Chapel  by  the  Principal  for 
the  several  Officers,  Graduates,  and  Membera  of  the  College,  ac- 
cording to  their  office,  degree,  or  standing. 

42.  There  «hall  he  Cases,  with  locks,  in  the  Library,  for  valuable 
Books,  Medals,  and  other  things  of  importance. 

43.  The  Library  shall  be  open  for  all  Members  of  the  College  to 
read  therein,  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  till  three  in  the  after< 
noon,  every  day  during  Term,  except  Sundays  and  Holidays. 

44.  A  Catalogue  of  all  the  Books  shall  be  duly  kept  by  the  Libra- 
rian ;  and  no  Books  whatever  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  Library 
except  by  the  Visitor,  Chancellor,  President,  Principal,  Professors, 
Graduates,  or  Members  of  the  Council ;  and  excepting  also  Under- 
graduates, who  shall  present  a  written  permission  from  the  Presi- 
dent, Principal,  or  one  of  the  Professors. 

45.  A  copy  of  the  Catalogue  shall  be  kept  on  the  Table  of  the 
Library,  and  an  entry  made  by  the  Librarian  of  every  Book  taken 
out,  by  whom,  whun  taken,  and  when  returned. 

46.  No  Book  shall  be  kept  beyond  a  month. 

47.  The  Council  shall  particularly  inspect  and  examine  the  Library 
at  their  Annual  Meetings. 

48.  The  Principal,  Professors,  and  Members  of  the  College, 
according  to  their  seniority,  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  apart- 
ments in  the  College  Buildings. 

49.  No  Undergraduate  of  the  College  shall  reside  out  of  it  with- 
out special  permission  from  the  Principal,  designating  the  house  in 
which  he  may  be  permiticd  to  lodge. 

50.  A  Matricula  or  Register  shall  be  kept  by  the  Registrar,  in 
which  he  shall  enter  the  names  of  all  persons  admitted  Members, 
with  their  age,  place  of  birth,  and  education. 

51.  No  person  shall  be  matriculated,  who  shall  not  have  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  Principal  and  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics in  such  Books,  and  according  to  such  regulations,  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  Council. 

52.  No  Student  shall  be  matriculated  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

53.  If  a  person  be  matriculated  in  Vacation,  the  following  Term 
shall  be  reckoned  as  his  first. 

54.  The  Academical  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  Thursday  in 
September,  and  shall  cctptinue  four  Terms,  in  which  all  Scholastic 
exercises  shall  be  performed. 

I.  The  first,  or  Michaelmas  Term,  shall  begin  on  the  first  Thurs- 
day in  September,  and  end  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  December. 
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2.  The  second,  or  Lent,  Term  shall  begin  on  the  second  Thursday 
in  January,  and  end  on  the  Thursday  preceding  Easter  Sunday. 

3.  The  third,  or  Easter,  Term  shall  begin  on  the  Wednesday  after 
Easter,  and  end  on  the  Saturday  preceding  Whitsunday. 

4.  The  fourth,  or  Trinity,  Term  shall  begin  on  the  Wednesday 
after  Whitsunday,  and  end  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  July. 

55.  On  the  first  and  last  days  of  every  Term,  after  Divine  Service, 
the  Professor  of  Divinity  shall  preach  a  Sermon  in  the  College 
Chapel,  the  Members  of  the  College  attending  in  their  full  Acade> 
mica!  Habit. 

56.  The  Holidays,  and  other  public  Festivals  and  Fasts,  appointed 
by  competent  authority,  shall  be  duly  observed. 

57.  On  every  Sunday  in  Term,  all  the  resident  Members  of  the  DWine scrvi«. 
College,  who  shall  not  have  obtained  permission  to  the  contrary, 

shall  attend  the  Morning  and  Evening  Service  in  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  Fredericton ;  on  every  ordinary  day  in  Term,  they  shall 
attend  the  Morning  and  Evening  Service  in  the  College  Chapel. 

58.  In  the  Chapel  the  Daily  Lessons  from  the  Holy  Scriptures 
shall  be  read  by  the  Undcrgn.duates  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
ofhciating  Minister  to  take  care  that  they  be  read  with  distinctness, 
propriety,  and  becoming  solemnity. 

59.  The  Principal  shall  grant  permission  to  any  Member  to  attend 
such  place  of  Public  Worship  as  his  parents  or  guardians  may 
desire,  or  at  which  (if  he  be  twenty  one  years  of  age)  his  own 
religious  principles  shall  bona  fide  require  his  attendance;  and  to 
revoke  such  permission  whenever  be  has  reason  to  think  it  may  be 
abused. 

GO.  A  Schedule,  specifying  the  Lectures  to  be  given  during  each  i.rcture>. 
Term,  and  the  days  and  hours  of  such  Lectures,  shall  be  affixed  in 
the  Hall  on  the  first  day  of  Term. 

61.  Every  Undergraduate  shall  attend  the  appointed  Lectures 
every  day  on  which  they  shall  be  delivered,  and  shall  not  absent 
himself  from  any  Lecture  without  special  permission  under  the 
hand  of  the  Principal. 

62.  Every  Student,  as  soon  as  he  has  completed  his  sixth  Term,  Gxammatiini, 
shall  be  examined  by  the  Examiners  for  Degrees,  assisted  by  the 
President  and  Professors,  in  one  Author  of  the  Greek  and  one  of  the 

Latin  Language,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Council  at  the  beginning  of 
the  I'erm  ;  and  in  the  Mathematical  and  Physical  Sciences  ;  and  in 
Composition  in  Latin  and  in  English ;  and  to  such  as  pass  a  satis  ■ 
factory  examination  a  testimonium  shall  be  given  in  form  following ; — 
"  A.  B.,  responsionibus  per  integrum  tempus  interfuit.  Ita 
"  testamur.  "CD 

E.  F." 

63.  It  shall  be  at  the  option  of  every  Student  to  subject  himself 
to  an  additional  examination  in  Authors  to  be  hereafter  named  by 
the  Council. 
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64.  Those  who  pass  this  voluntary  examination  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Examiners  shall  receive  a  prize  of  Rooki<,  value  £2. 

65.  Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  shall  be 
publicly  examined  in  two  Latia  and  two  Greek  Authors,  to  be 
named  by  the  Council,  and  in  Mathematical  and  Physical  Sciences, 
and  in  some  one  Modern  Language,  and  in  Latin  and  English  Com- 
position. At  least  seven  days  notice  of  such  examination  shall  be 
given  in  writing  by  the  Principal  to  the  Registrar,  who  shall  com- 
municate the  same  to  the  Members  of  the  Council,  and  insert  it  in 
one  of  the  weekly  prints ;  and  it  shall  also  be  affixed  in  the  Hall. 

66.  It  shall  be  at  the  option  of  any  Student  to  offer  to  be  examined 
in  other  Greek  and  Latin  Authors,  or  in  other  parts  of  Mathematical 
and  Physical  Science,  or  in  any  one  or  more  Modern  Languages, 
or  in  all  these  together  ;  those  who  acquit  themselves  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Examiners  to  be  rewarded  by  a  Prize  of  Books,  value 
£5,  and  their  names  placed  ia  an  Honorary  Class  List. 

67.  At  the  end  of  Trinity  Term  all  the  Undergraduates  shall  be 
examined  by  Examiners,  appointed  by  the  Council,  both  viva  voce 
and  in  writing,  one  or  more  days,  as  the  Examiners  may  deem 
necessary  ;  at  the  end  of  Michaelmas  and  Lent  Terms  they  shall 
be  examined  by  the  President,  Principal  and  Professors ;  and 
Rewards  shall  be  conferred  on  those  who  may  have  passed  the  best 
examinations  ,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  and  each  of 
the  Professors  to  furnish  the  Registrar  with  a  note  of  the  several 
subjects  and  Authors,  specifying  the  particular  parts  of  each  in  which 
the  Students  are  to  be  examined  in  their  several  departments  res- 
pectively, who  shall  notify  the  several  Members  of  the  Council  one 
week  before  the  several  examinations. 

68.  All  Undergraduates  shall  compose  a  Latin  and  English  Theme 
alternately,  once  a  week  during  Term,  either  !n  Prose  or  in  Verse, 
on  subjects  to  be  proposed,  on  the  preceding  Saturday,  by  the 
Principal. 

69.  Every  exertion  shall  be  made  by  all  the  Officers  of  the  College 
to  maintain  good  morals. 

70.  No  Undergraduate  shall  resort  to  any  Inn,  Tavern,  or  place 
of  public  amusement,  without  special  permission  of  the  Principal. 

71.  No  Member  of  the  College  shall  promulgate  any  principles 
contrary  to  Christian  Morals,  or  the  British  Constitution. 

72.  No  Undergraduate  shall  remain  out  of  College,  nor  any 
visitor  in  an  Undergraduate's  apartment,  after  ten  o'clock  at  night, 
without  special  permission  of  the  Principal. 

73.  No  Member  of  the  College  shall  break,  deface,  or  otherwise 
injure  the  buildings,  walls,  doors,  windows,  fences,  or  other  property 
belonging  to  the  College. 

74.  Tht  President,  Principal  and  Professors,  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  enter  the  apartments  of  all  other  Members  of  the 
College,  at  all  hours. 
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7  *).  Junior*  shall  pay  respect  to  their  Seniors,  both  in  public  and 
private,  by  taking  off  their  caps,  giving  place  to  them,  and  other 
usual  modes  f*'^  :<ttention  and  civility. 

7r>.  Iiiferii^  '  .'iiccrs  and  Members  of  the  College  are  required  to 
pay  respectful  deference  to  the  admonitions  ol  the  President,  Prin- 
cipal and  Professors. 

77.  Common  repasts  for  the  College  shall  be  provided  at  such  *••"'• 
hours  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Principal. 

78.  No  Undergraduate  shall  require  any  repast  to  be  provided  in 
his  private  apartment,  without  special  permission  under  the  hand  of 
the  Principal. 

79.  Any  Member  of  the  College  may  introduce  a  friend  to  a 
common  repast,  paying  such  sum  as  the  Council  may  appoint. 

80.  No  smoking,  or  drinking  of  spirituous  liquors,  be  permitted 
to  any  Student  within  the  College. 

81.  The  Academical  Habits  shall  be  the  same  as  those  which  are  Habiu. 
worn  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  as  they  are  appropriated  to  each 
Degree,  Faculty,  Rank,  Station,  Situation  or  Standing,  respectively. 

82.  No  Member  of  the  College  shall  appear  at  Church,  Chapel, 
Lecture  n  Refectory,  without  his  Academical  Habit,  or  in  the  Town 
of  Frcdericton,  unless  by  the  permission  of  the  Principal. 

83.  No  Term  shall  be  reckoned  towards  a  Degree  without  Acade' 
niical  residence. 

84.  Academical  residence  shall  consist  in  boarding  in  the  College, 
and  lodging  therein,  unless  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  the  contrary, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  by  the  Principal ;  in  wearing  the  proper 
Habit ;  in  attending  Divine  Service  and  Lectures  ;  in  performing 
Exercises  ;  and  in  complying  with  all  other  Academical  regulations 
according  to  the  Statutes. 

85.  The  keeping  of  a  Term  may  be  disallowed  by  the  Convocation 
for  great  irregularities,  for  not  paying  the  College  dues,  or  for  con- 
tracting debts  elsewhere  ;  and  no  Student  shall  be  allowed  to  enter 
on  any  Term  without  first  producing  to  the  Principal  the  Registrar's 
Certificate  that  all  previous  dues  have  been  paid. 

86.  Twelve  Terms  of  Academical  residence  shall  be  necessary 
for  a  Degree  ;  but  four  Terms  may  be  dispensed  with  in  the  com- 
putation of  the  Terms  of  Academical  residence  requisite  for  a  Degree, 
in  case  on  examination  for  Matriculation,  it  shall  appear  that  the 
Applicant  has  made  such  proficiency  at  the  time  of  examination  as 
shall  be  usually  attained  after  twelve  months  Academical  residence  ; 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  Statute  shall  apply  to  Students  who 
have  been  admitted  under  the  Statute  of  2Uth  February,  1843. 

87.  A  Table  of  all  payments  to  be  made  to  the  College,  and  its  cou»jtOuM. 
several  Officers  and  Servants,  by  all  Students  and  Members  thereof, 

under  the  baud  of  the  Registrar,  shall  be  kept  affixed  to  the  great 
Hall. 
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88.  No  payment  shall  be  claimed  as  due  to  the  College  by  any 
Officer  or  Servant,  on  any  account  or  pretence  whatever,  except 
such  as  shall  be  stated  in  the  said  Table. 

PffTf*..  89.  No  Degree,  other  than  Honorary  Degrees,  shall  be  conferred 

upon  any  person  whose  name  shall  nut  be  on  the  Matricula  of  the 
College  ;  nor  unless  he  be  of  the  Standing,  shnll  have  kept  the 
Terms,  performed  the  Exercises,  and  pnssed  the  Examinations 
prescribed  by  the  Statutes  ;  nor  unless  he  be  a  person  of  good 
morals. 

<J0.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
until  he  shall  have  completed  two  years  from  the  time  of  his  taking 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor. 

91.  The  Candidate  shall  perform  such  Exercises  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Principal,  and  shall  produce  a  Certificate  to  that 
effect. 

92.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  in 
Civil  Law,  until  he  shall  have  completed  seven  years  from  his  Matri- 
culation. 

93.  The  Candidate  sli.ill  have  kept  twenty  eight  Terms,  including 
the  Terms  of  his  Matriculation  and  Graduation,  the  first  sixteen 
Terms  cf  which  shall  have  been  kept  in  all  respects  as  they 
are  appointed  for  Students  in  Arts  ;  but  the  Council  may  dispense 
with  his  residence  during  the  remaining  Terms. 

9}.  He  shall  have  attended,  during  his  residence,  such  Lectures 
as  may  be  specially  appointed  for  Students  in  Civil  Law,  and  shall 
have  publicly  recited  two  Declamations  on  subjects  in  that  Science, 
chosen  by  himself,  and  a|)proved  by  the  Professor  of  Law ;  such 
Declamations  to  be  bona  fide  his  own  composition,  and  to  occupy  not 
less  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  in  the  delivery. 

95.  He  shall  produce  a  Testimonium  from  the  Examiners,  that 
he  has  passed  the  examination  requisite  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  ;  and  a  Certificate  from  the  Principal  and  Professor  of  Law, 
that  he  has  kept  the  requisite  Terms,  attended  the  appointed  Lec- 
tures, and  performed  the  appointed  Exercises. 

*  96.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Doctor  in  Civil 

Law  until  he  shall  have  completed  (our  years  from  the  time  of  his 
taking  the  Degree  of  Huchclor  of  Civil  Law,  or  Muster  of  Arts  ;  but 
Candidates  of  eleven  years  standing,  from  their  Matriculation,  may, 
by  dispensation,  be  allowed  to  take  it  immediately  after  the  Degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law. 

97.  The  Candidate  shall  have  publicly  read  two  Lectures  on 
subjects  in  the  Science,  proposed  by  himself,  and  approved  by  the 
Professor  of  Law,  each  to  occupy  not  less  than  half  an  hour. 

98.  He  shall  produce  a  Certificate  from  the  Professor  of  Law, 
that  he  has  performed  the  appointed  Exercises. 

99.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  unless  he  be  a  Master  of  Arts  of  seven  years  standing. 
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100.  The  Candidate  shall  have  publicly  read  a  Latin  Lecture,  on 
some  subject  in  Divinity,  proposed  1  >  himself,  and  approved  by  the 
Professor  of  Divinity,  and  shall  have  preached  a  Sermon  before  the 
University  on  some  day  appointed  by  the  President. 

101.  He  shall  j)roduce  a  Certificate  from  the  President  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Divinity,  that  he  has  performed  the  appointed  Exercises, 
and  (if  a  Member  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland) 
subscribed  the  Thirty  Nine  Articles. 

102.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  unless  he  be  a  Uachelor  nf  Divinity  of  four  years  standing ; 
but  Masters  of  Arts  who  shall  have  completed  eighteen  years,  from 
their  Mntriculation,  may,  by  dispensation,  be  allowed  to  take  the 
Degree  uf  Doctor  of  Divinity  immediately  after  that  of  Bachelor. 

103.  The  Candidate  shall  have  publicly  read  a  Latin  Lecture,  on 
some  subject  in  Divinity,  chosen  by  himseW,  and  approved  by  the 
President  and  Professor  of  Divinity  ;  and  shall  have  preached  a 
Sermon  before  the  University  on  some  Sunday  appointed  by  the 
President. 

104.  He  shall  produce  a  Certiticate  from  the  President  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Divinity,  that  he  has  performed  the  appointed  Exercises, 
and  (if  a  Member  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland) 
subscribed  the  Thirty  Nine  Articles. 

105.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Medicine,  until  he  shall  have  completed  Ave  years  from  his  Matri- 
culation. 

lOt).  The  Candidate  shall  have  kept  twenty  Terms,  including  the 
Terms  of  his  Matriculation  and  Graduation,  the  first  sixteen  Terms 
of  which  shall  have  been  kept  in  all  respects  as  they  are  appointed 
for  Students  in  Arts,  and  the  Council  may  dispense  with  his  residence 
during  one  of  the  remaining  Terms. 

107.  He  shall  have  attended,  during  his  residence,  such  Lectures 
as  may  be  specially  appointed  for  Students  in  Medicine. 

108.  He  shall  produce  a  Testimonium  from  the  Examiners,  that 
he  had  passed  the  examination  requisite  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts;  a  Certificate  from  the  President  or  Principal,  that  he  has 
kept  the  requisite  Terms,  and  attended  the  appointed  Lectures  ;  and 
a  Certificate  from  the  Professor  of  Medicine,  that  he  is  bona  fide  fit 
to  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine. 

109.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine,  until  he  shall  have  completed  three  years  from  the  time 
of  his  taking  his  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine ;  but  Candidates 
of  eight  years  standing,  from  their  Matriculation,  may,  by  dispen- 
sation, be  allowed  to  take  it  immediately  after  that  Degree. 

1 10.  The  Candidate  shall  have  publicly  delivered  three  Lectures, 
on  subjects  in  the  Science,  approved  by  the  Professor  of  Medicine  ; 
and  shall  produce  a  Certificate  from  that  Professor,  that  he  has 
performed  the  appointed  Exercises,  and  is  bona  fide  fit  to  be  admitted 
to  the  Degree.

113.  In  case  the  House  shall  be  satisfied,  the  Candidate  shall  bo 
introduced  into  the  Convocation,  and  led  up  to  the  Chancellor's 
Choir  by  the  Proli'ssur  of  his  Faculty,  or  some  Graduate  appointed 
by  the  President  or  Principal,  and  shall  be  presented  in  solemn  form, 
and  receive  his  Degree. 

111.  The  Degree  shall  be  forthwith  entered  in  the  Register  of  the 
Convocation  by  the  Registrar;  and  Letters  Testimonial  granted  at  any 
time  to  the  Graduate,  if  he  desire  them,  under  the  Seal  of  the  College.

tion of  such  Composition  shall  be  proposed  by  the  Chancellor  jo  the 
Undergraduate  Members  of  the  University,  on  the  day  of  the  Encccnia

128.  Compositions  which  may  have  obtained  the  Gold  Medal, 
founded  by  His  Excellency  Sir  Howard  Douglas,  or  other  Prizes, 
which  may  be  approved  by  the  Council,  shall  be  recited  by  the 
Authors,  and  the  Prizes  shall  then  be  delivered  to  them  by  the 
presiding  OtBccr. 

129.  The  Public  Act  shall  then  be  closed  in  solemn  form  by  the 
presiding  Officer. 

130.  Punishments  may  be  inflicted  on  all  Members  of  the  College  sanciion  oi  ii,r 
whatsoever,  for  offemes  against  the  Statutes,  or  Regulations  founded  *"""*'' 

on  them,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ofiicers  empowered  to  impose  the 
same,  where  no  sptcilic  punishment  is  directed  by  the  Statutes.

131.  All  fines,  forfeitures  and  pecimiary  punishments  shall  be 
carried  to  the  College  Account  by  the  Registrar,  and  duly  levied  by 
him  ;  and  where  they  are  not  imposed  as  a  compensation  for  injuries, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  Library. 

135.  The  Statutes,  engrossed  and  sealed,  shall,  together  with  the 
Charter,  be  deposited  in  the  Archives  of  the  College.

138.  Every  Member  of  the  Council,  on  his  admission,  shall  be 
furnished  with  a  copy.

1.  That  there  be  but  one  School,  for  the  good  conduct  of  which, 
in  every  respect,  the  Head  Master  be  held  responsible. 

2.  That  the  School  continue  as  heretofore;  Classical,  Mathematical, 
English  and  French  Instruction,  to  be  given  by  the  several  Masters, 
in  conformity  to  an  Hebdomadary,  which  shall  be  made  out  and  set 
up  in  the  School  Room  at  the  commencement  of  each  Term. 

3.  That  the  School  be  inspected  by  Visitors,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  College  Council,  on  the  last  Thursday  of  every  month,  at  two 
o'clock,  p.  M. ;  and  that  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Head  Master  to  give 
notice  the  day  before  to  the  said  Visitors. 

4.  That  the  subjects  and  mode  ot  Instruction  be  such  as  the  Head 
Master  may  direct,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Visitors. 

5.  That  the  appointed  hours  of  Instruction  be  punctually  observed 
by  the  several  Masters. 

6.  That  all  the  Tuition  Money  be  received  by  the  Head  Master, 
who  shall  pay  to  the  Second  Master  one  third  part  of  the  whole ; 
the  Head  Master  being  responsible  to  the  Second  Master  for  his  due 
proportion  of  the  same  ;  and  if  any  Boy  be  reported  by  the  Visitors, 
as  being  two  quarters  in  arrear,  the  said  Boy  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  return  to  School  until  the  arrear  is  made  up  ;  and  the  account 
may  be  presented  to  the  College  Registrar,  who  shall  take  measures 
to  obtain  payment  of  the  same,  at  the  expense  of  the  College. 

7.  That  the  hours  of  Instruction  be  in  the  Morning,  from  nine  to 
one  o'clock,  and  in  the  Afternoon,  from  two  to  four  o'clock,  in  the 
Summer ;  and  from  nine  in  the  morning  to  three  p.  m.  in  the  Winter. 

8.  That  the  names  be  called  over  every  morning  and  afternoon 
by  the  Second  Master,  in  presence  of  the  Head  Master,  at  precisely 
the  time  appointed  for  thu  a&sembly  of  the  School,  and  before  any 
other  business  be  entered  upon  ;  and  that  the  names  of  those  who 
are  absent  be  taken  down. 
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9.  That  Prayers  be  read  by  the  Head  Master  in  the  morning, 
immediately  after  the  names  are  called  over ;  and  in  the  evening, 
immediately  before  dismissal. 

10.  That  the  work  of  each  Scholar  in.  Arithmetic,  or  so  much  of 
it  as  may  appear  proper  for  that  purpose,  be  regularly  entered  in  a 
Book,  under  the  direction  of  the  Second  Master,  so  as  to  shew  the 
progress  made  by  the  Scholar  from  time  to  time. 

11.  That  a  Register  be  kept  by  each  of  the  Masters,  in  a  Book, 
of  all  occurrences,  viz : — The  attendance  or  non-attendance  of  the 
Boys  ;  the  quantity  of  work  done  ;  instances  of  merit  and  demerit; 
punishments  inflicted,  &c. ;  to  be  exhibited  to  the  Visitors  at  the 
Monthly  Inspection. 

12.  That  the  year  be  divided  into  four  Terms,  of  eleven  weeks 
each,  commencing  and  terminating  as  follows  : — 

1.     From  January  14th  to  March  31st.

That  the  following  additional  Holidays  be  allowed,  viz  :— Ash 
Wednesday;  Good  Friday,  to  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  inclusive  ;  the 
18th  of  May,  as  being  the  Anniversary  of  the  landing  of  the  Loyalists 
in  New  Brunswick  ;  with  each  Saturday  afternoon.  The  Head  Mas- 
ter may,  when  he  is  satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  the  boys,  dispense 
with  their  attendance  on  the  Wednesday  afternoon  likewise,  but 
that  is  not  to  be  accounted  a  regular  Half  Holiday,  but  to  be  the 
time  for  performing  such  impositions  as  may  have  been  incurred  by 
the  Boys.

13.  That  Corporal  Punishments  be  employed  only  for  grave 
offences,  the  same  to  be  always  administered  by  the  Head  Master 
at  the  end  of  the  forenoon  or  afternoon  ;  for  minor  offences,  such  as 
lateness,  inattention,  idle  or  noisy  behaviour  in  School,  or  want  of 
due  preparation,  there  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Master,  in 
whose  department  the  offence  may  occur,  a  proportionate  imposi- 
tion, consisting  of  lines  to  be  co-nmitted  to  memory  or  to  be  trans- 
cribed. 

14.  That  leave  of  absence  from  the  School  Room  be  not  granted 
to  any  Boy  more  than  once  in  the  forenoon  or  afternoon,  nor  for 
more  than  five  minutes,  unless  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity.

wise ;  upon  which  signal  the  Classes  then  under  consideration  shall 
retire,  and  the  Classes  next  in  order  prepare  to  take  their  places.
